SHARE expansion detailed 
by bishops and civic leaders

BAY PARK — SHARE will be 
responsible for distributing surplus food 
to the people of Baja California for the 
U.S. Agency for International 
Development’s (AID) ‘‘Food for Peace”’ 
program. 


SHARE also has received a donation of 
$400,000 worth of raisins from the Sun- 
Diamond Growers’ Association. SHARE 
will distribute the raisins in San Diego 
and Imperial counties, it was announced 
at a July 9 press conference. 


“WE ARE one family,’’ Bishop Leo 
T. Maher said at the conference held at 
the SHARE warehouse. Since ‘“‘borders 
do not exist in the human family,’’ the 
dairy products distribution progam will 
- give the people of Baja California the self- 
reliance that is needed in the poor sectors, 
the bishop said. 

Carl Shelton, the director of SHARE, 
said his staff ‘‘is excited by the challenge’’ 
of developing ‘‘a model federal program 
in Baja.”’ 

“By involving the Baja recipients in the 
process of distribution as we do here in 
the U.S., an important shift occurs,’’ 
Shelton said. ‘‘Where work is exchanged 
for food, people can no longer be viewed 
as objects of charity. Rather, a 
partnership is created,’’he said. . 


BISHOP EMILIO Berlie, of the 
Diocese of Tijuana, said the food 
distribution, program will ‘‘create bridges 
of communication and brotherhood”’ 
between the peoples of the U.S. and 


Mexico. 


The Sun 
Association contribution came in 
response to President Reagan’s appeal to 
private industry to become partners with 
private voluntary agencies in community 
service, said Dr. Richard Douglas, vice 
president of the association.

Illegals have ‘no choice’ 
but to flee to this country

_America is a country of immigrants. 
Everybody’s ancestors, even Native 
Americans if you go back far enough, 
come from somewhere else. But does 
immigration have limits, and if so, what 
are they? 


The great waves of legal Fuspesot 
immigration ended in the early part of 
this century; now the country faces a 
massive illegal influx northward across 
the U.S.-Mexican border, 
keenly in the four Southwestern states 
which stretch from the Pacific to the Gulf 
of Mexico. There, the bulk of four million 
illegal Mexican aliens live, work and raise 
families. 


ATTEMPTS TO reform U:-S. 
immigration laws have to reconcile two 
conflicting rights — the legal right of a 
country to police its own borders, and the 
natural right of people to cross those 
borders to .seek employment or flee 
persecution. 


The Simpson-Mazzoli immigration 
reform bill, which passed the.House June 
20 by a five-vote margin, differs from the 
version adopted by the Senate more than 
a year ago. A joint legislative committee 
will have to iron out the differences, and 
whatever the outcome of legislation, the 
issue is still a long way from resolution.

Immigration problems north of the 
U.S.-Mexican border originate south of 
the border, notes Auxiliary Bishop 
Gilbert E. Chavez, vicar for the Spanish- 
speaking. 


‘‘The problem is the economic 
situation in Mexico. The growth of the 
economy is nil and the growth of the 
population is out of sight. There is 
immense poverty and people are drawn 
by the human desire for survival to 
migrate. In Latin America a savage, 
inhuman war disturbs the lives of so 
many people that they have no choice but 
to migrate,’’ he said. 


THIS COUNTRY may have the right 
to_a strong immigration bill, but it’s not 
the best solution, said Bishop Chavez. In 
the meantime, he added, the government 
has taken what appears to be the easiest 
way out, and that is to patrol the border 
with Mexico in an attempt to keep people 
out.

Fr. Kernan: 


Jailed aliens 


need our heip

EL CENTRO — Just a few years ago, 
Oblate Father James Kernan was 
unaware of the illegal alien detention 
facilities in the Imperial Valley and the 
perils faced by residents there. 


Now, as chaplain of the Immigration 
Processing Center here, he thinks many 
other diocesan Catholics are unaware of 
the detention situation. His dream is that 
“fas a diocese we become more involved, 
more concerned.”’ 


HE OFFERS Mass on Sunday at the 
center for men and hears Confession 
sporadically. Confessions are not heard 
on a regular basis because of scheduling 
difficulties. ‘It’s a little discouraging,”’ 
he said. 


Anywhere from 300 to 500 men are 
held there at one time. One-half.to one- 
third of the men are from El Salvador and 
the others come from Nicaragua, 
Guatemala or Mexico. About 100 of them 
attend his Masses. 


The men, most of whom await facing 


charges of entering the country illegally, . 


have to stay outside in-the relentless 
Imperial Valley sun from 5:30 a.m. to 
7:30 p.m. They line up for food and 
rarely are afforded showers. ‘“That must 
be trying,’’ Father Kernan said. 


THE PRIEST, who is in residence at 
St. Margaret Mary Church in Brawley, 
wonders if the conditions there might be 
even harder on the men than he suspects. 
It is not part of the men’s nature to

‘OBSCENE’ — The nationwide anti- 
Catholic campaign being waged by Christian 
fundamentalist Tony Alamo is ‘‘Preposterous 
and obscene,’’ the Anti-Defamation League of 
B’Nai B’Rith said. In a research report, ‘“The 
Tony and Susan Alamo Christian 
Foundation,’’” ADL summarized the history 
and activities of the organization, calling it a 
““cult movement’’ which has allegedly used 
sleep deprivation and other ‘“‘brainwashing”’ 
techniques to gain absolute loyalty from its 
adherents. 


REJECTED — The British government 
has rejected the New Ireland Forum proposals 
for ending sectarian violence in Northern 
Ireland, including a plan for a United Ireland 
ruled from Dublin. ‘‘I am _ absolutely 
convinced that it is better for the parties 
themselves within Northern Ireland to find 
common ground than for us to try to force it 
upon them,’’ James Prior, Britain’s secretary 
for Northern Ireland said July 3, rejecting the 
forum proposals. 


TECOLOTE CANYON — A three- 
alarm, 10-acre brush fire here forced the 
evacuation of two dormitories at nearby 
University of San Diego. The fire, 
reported at 4:22 p.m., July 8, took 40 
minutes to control and resulted in no 
injuries to firefighters or evacuees, Denis 
McNeill, San Diego Fire Department 
spokesman, said. Two teen-agers from 
Texas, who reportedly were playing with 
illegal fireworks in the canyon, will be 
charged with ‘‘careless setting of a brush 
fire,’’ McNeill said. The university’s 
greenbelt area between the canyon and 
the campus kept the fire from spreading 
to the campus, Kyle Edwards, a USD 
security clerk, said.

William D. Borders of Baltimore ordained two 
auxiliary bishops July 2, including the first 
black bishop for his archdiocese.

, THE FIRST AID distribution will 
take place July 14 and will reach about 
2,000 families. The food is free, but the 
recipients take responsibility for breaking 
the food down into family-size portions, 
and must perform community service 
projects in their neighborhoods. 

SHARE is an activity of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Center and distributes 
food to 10-15,000 families in San Diego 
and Imperial Counties each month. 

It is because of SHARE’s success in 
mass food distribution that it was selected 
by AID as the agency responsible for the 
food program developed for Baja 
California, a SHARE spokesman said. 
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Chavez of San Salvador said July 1. Jackson’s

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Black seminarian says 


Church accepts diversity |

SAN DIEGO — Locally, nationally 
- and internationally, the Church seems to 
be accepting a diversity of cultural 
expressions, a black seminarian for the 
San Diego diocese said. 


_ “*The Church has changed from the 
point of trying to make everyone fit into 
the mold of European thinking,’ 
Tommie ‘‘T.J.’’ Jennings said. The 
34-year-old graduate of Saint Francis 
Seminary recently attended the St. 
Charles Lwanga Summer Institute for 
Black Catholic Seminarians in Chicago. 


THE INSTITUTE sensitized him to 
the concerns of black seminarians. 
Locally, he sees signs of hope for the 
acceptance of black seminarians. 


Minorities risk losing their culture if 
they try to fit the ‘‘fake it, make it mold’’ 
in seminaries attended almost exclusively 
by affluent whites, Jennings said. 
Sometimes, those who refuse to ‘‘fake it’’ 
end up “running away from the 
program.”’ 

Jennings faced racism during his first 
year here and thought about leaving the 
seminary, he said. However, he talked to 
a faculty member who helped the 
seminary face the problem. ‘‘It was dealt 
with in a good, proper way,’’ he said. 


A TURNING point at the seminary 
- came earlier this year when one of two 
diocesan: black permanent deacons spoke 
at St. Francis about black history. A 
gospel choir sang at the gathering. 


Jennings and the only other black 
seminarian at St. Francis, Eric Dixon, 
invited their fellow seminarians to join 
them at the annual revival at Christ the 
King Church. ‘‘All the guys bothered to 
show up and offer their support,’’ 
Jennings said. He and Dixon were 
heartened by their presence, because 
“little things mean a lot.”’ 


Jennings and Dixon attended the three- 


week institute for black seminarians in . 


Chicago; Bishop Leo T. Maher paid 25 
percent of their expenses. 


THE EXPERIENCE made Jennings 
“‘realize the importance of my 
blackness.’’ He listened to talks on the 
history of Africa, black poetry, the 
theological method, dealing with bitter 
feelings, and black history in America, 
among many others. ; 

The second annual institute attracted 

" prominent black theologians and Catholic 
leaders, Jennings said. 

The seminarians visited Father George 
Clements’ inner-city parish. The pastor, 


known nationally for adopting two sons, 
impressed Jennings with his pastoral 
SUCCESS. 

THOUSANDS OF young children are 
involved in the church. The school runs 
year-round because Father Clements 
thinks the children need to catch up with 
students from other areas, Jennings said. 


The pastor requires parents.to register 
to vote before enrolling their children. He 
also requires parents to attend PTA 
meetings. 

The inner-city visit. was an “‘eye- 
opening experience.’’ It was interesting 
to see how the poor cope, he said. 
“Despite the struggles, they could put it 
all aside for that time of reverence.”’ 


THE SEMINARIANS also examined 
the national Church from a_ black 
perspective. The nine participants in the 
institute were told about black Catholic 
leadership in the United States: 236 


seminarians, 10 bishops, 700 Sisters and 


300 priests. ‘‘I feel we have some strong 
black leaders,’’ Jennings said. 


Tommie Jennings 
‘Fake it, make it’ . 


Jennings appreciated the institute’s 
“worldwide view’’ and its focus on 
effective leadership no matter where a 
black priest might be assigned. 


After his graduate studies at St. John’s 
Seminary in Camarillo (which he will 
begin in the fall), Jennings hopes to be 
assigned to a parish with a_ black 
population. ‘‘I’m feeling called more and 
more to the needs of my people because I 
feel I can really learn from my people.”’ 


HE ALSO would not mind being in 
“the poorest’? area available or in a 
parish where he could practice Spanish. 

Jennings hopes to work with all races, 
he said, because he learns from different 
cultures.

CALEXICO — Even though John 
Barth is not always happy with the actions 
of the Church, he is happy to be Catholic 
and hoping to become a priest. 


He is unhappy that the diocese is 
involved with the administration of Casa 
de San Miguel, an Imperial Valley 
detention facility for those suspected of 
being illegal aliens. 

“I DON’T think we should be in the 
business of holding people...I think the 
Catholic Church should represent 
something of higher principle. I think the 
Church’s history of sanctuary_kind of 
proves that out,”’ he said. 


He has spoken with Bishop Maher 
about the issue and seems to respect the 
ordinary’s opinion that the Church is 
trying

Stationed in. Calexico, Barth is a 
volunteer with Los Ninos, a non-profit 
ecumenical social service agency. A 
Buffalo, N.Y. native, he was baptized 
there at St. John the Baptist Church.

MOST OF Barth’s youth was spent in 
Ridgewood, N.J., near New York City. 
Barth went to Catholic elementary and 
high schools and Canisius College, run in 
Buffalo by Jesuits.

His college: plans to ‘‘get a good job 
and be successful’’ were set aside as he 


' applied to the Peace Corps, asking for a 


position in a Spanish or Latin country. 
The first opening the Peace Corps showed 
him was in Kabul, Afghanistan. 


Instead, he took a job with the State 
Department of Social Services in Albany, 
where for four years he focused on 
improving the distribution of doctors in 
the state. 


THE FIRE. he once felt about 
volunteer work was rekindled when he 
read a Canisius College alumni newsletter 
and read abut a graduate who worked 
with the poor in Tijuana. 


Eight months later he became a 
volunteer with Los Ninos. He accepted a 
two-year commitment that will end soon. 
Barth told friends Los Ninos would be an 
opportunity to learn about international 
health care, to become fluent in another 
language, and to learn about the 
developing world. 


“T learned a lot about my own country 
and my own self in the process,’’ he said. 
He is not fluent in Spanish, but knows 
enough, ‘‘to get me in trouble.”’ 


“I’VE REALLY grown to love the 
Latin people and their culture,’’ he said. 
He would not feel comfortable returning 
to the life he knew in New York after his 
experience in Southern California. Barth 
wants to work with the poor as a

A calm and objective perspective 


No matter how I react to some of his politics, I admire Rev. 
Jesse Jackson very much for the way he has with words. In the 
recent past, speaking to a group of newspeople, he took them to 
task for their pessimism. ‘‘If you had been there when Jesus 
walked on the water,’’ Rev. Jackson said, ‘‘some of you would 
have written the story and given it the headline ‘JESUS CAN’T 
SWIM’ ’”’. 


The point is well taken. A negative frame of mind, a cynical 
outlook, can filter the goodness out of any event and find one 
more reason for pessimism. From my viewpoint, such consistent 
pessimism is an implicit denial of God’s power at work in the. 
world. 


Here at the Southern Cross, we endeavor to report the news. 
We attempt to maintain a perspective which is calm and 
objective, sophisticated and courteous. We try to keep things in 
focus and in balance. We are not too easily ‘scandalized’ or 
bored, discouraged or disgusted, by the inevitable complexities of 
life. We are firmly committed to the dogmatic and social 
teachings of the Church. 


We shun the free-floating anger of the far right and the far left. 
This is a result of a very conscious decision that stems from a 
desire for balance and also from a knowledge of Church history. 
We ground ourselves in the mainstream of Catholic thought and 
practice, as do most of our readers. We also purge ourselves of 
the cynicism which takes more delight in sin than in virtue. 


Our purpose is to evangelize the Catholic community in San 
Diego. Thus we share the good news of faith and the reason for 
our hope. At the same time, we challenge our readers (and 
ourselves!) to be more and to do more in the Lord’s name. 


I attended two funerals recently, on two consecutive days, of 
two Catholics who had served the Church in San Diego long and 
well. Msgr. Francis Ott was the oldest priest in our diocese, 
having been ordained for the old archdiocese of Los Angeles/San 
Diego. Unfortunately, I never knew him personally, but over the 
years I had heard many positive remarks about his ministry at’ 
Blessed Sacrament parish. Msgr. Portman’s eulogy for his 
former pastor was a beautiful blending of personal vignettes and 
a statement of our belief in the Resurrection. One vignette that 
should be shared concerns Msgr. Ott’s work in Mexico. 


Following the Mexican Revolution in the 1930s, priests were 
forced underground and the sacraments could not be freely 
given. Msgr. Ott would receive messages from south of the 
border that someone was calling for the last rites. He would then 
costume himself in farmer’s clothing, and would ride across the 
border in a horse-drawn cart, to attend to the dying Catholic. If 
he had ever been apprehended by the authorities, the 
consequences would have been drastic. Msgr. Ott’s zeal for the 
faith is the stuff of which history is made. 


Few of you will recognize the name of Margaret Kelly, but 
many of you would have recognized her voice. For eight years, 
Margaret was a secretary for our Marriage Tribunal. While her 
position was largely anonymous, she handled hundreds of phone 
calls and mailed thousands of letters to Catholics seeking 
annulments. For many faithful, she was the Tribunal. 


The Tribunal doesn’t hear too many happy stories, but 
Margaret did what she could to make things easier for the many 
people who sought help. She was unfailingly pleasant and a joy to 
work with. She also had a special finesse in dealing with and 
helping priests, who can sometimes be a difficult clientele. 


All of us at the Diocesan Office were shocked to learn that 
Margaret had been taken by a fatal heart attack and for a few 
days we all shared our sorrow and our happy memories. Because 
of her soothing personality and ready humor, she was a very 
popular co-worker. Margaret had only entered the Church this 
last Easter but she had served the people of God much longer 
than that.

Grape juice ‘adequate’ 


First, a preliminary statement to let 
you know how proud I am of our diocesan 
newspaper. I have had the opportunity to 
read many diocesan weeklies because my 
ministry for several years has been on a 
national level. Every week I look forward 
to my favorite SC columns, Viewpoint 
and Enid Lanyon. I believe that SC is 
second to none. 


Presently, I am being trained in 
symbolic anthropology at Emory 
University in Atlanta. A recent article in 
SC caused me some concern: ‘U.S. 
Church seeks reversal of Vatican’s 
alcoholic priest rule.’? Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger sent a letter to the U.S. bishops 
revoking the permission of alcoholic 


priests to celebrate Mass without _ 


consuming consecrated wine. How 
unfortunate. 


This is another ene of those cases 
wherein theologians need to be in 
dialogue with anthropologists and other 
social scientists in the formulation of 
doctrine/discipline.. Every sign has both 
an exterior form and a reality or content 
which it signifies. Culture helps inform 
the exterior form. Christ and the Church 
(as it investigates the motives of Christ) 
determines the content in the case of. 
sacramental signs. 


The exterior form of the broken bread 
has the purpose of symbolically signifying 
(making real) the broken body of the Son 
of God offered on the altar of the cross. 
The exterior form of the wine (crushed 
grapes) has the purpose of symbolically 
signifying (making real) the violent death 
and out-poured blood of Christ. The 
important thing to note is that alcoholic 
content is not necessarily an obligatory- 
quality of this sacramental sign and what 
it signifies. Grape juice more than 
adequately retains and translates the 
prescribed symbolic content. 


Research on those suffering from 
alcoholism shows that recovery depends 
on complete abstinence. Cardinal 
Ratzinger and others who formulate 
Church doctrine/discipline need to 
seriously dialogue with social scientists to 
broaden their own perspectives and to 
analyse issues more humanely and 
“‘incarnationally.’’ The mystery of the 
Incarnation continues in and through the 
Church, and thus obliges the Church not 
only to adapt to all cultures (c.f. Matthew 
28:19) but also to address specific major 
sociological concerns of those respective 
cultures.

Papal ecumenism 


During his pontificate, John Paul II has frequently spoken of 
his commitment to ecumenism. He has used papal pilgrimages to 
endorse the Church’s efforts to restore Christian unity. In 
November 1979, for example, he met with the Ecumenical 
Orthodox patriarch Dimitrios I in Istanbul, Turkey; in 
November 1980, he met with the Council of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in West Germany; and in May 1982, he met 
with the Anglican Archbishop of Canterbury in England. 


‘Last month’s trip to Switzerland provided an additional papal 
seal of approval to ecumenism, as John Paul II visited the World 
Council of Churches headquarters in Geneva. There he said: 
“‘From the beginning of my ministry as bishop of Rome, I have 
insisted that the engagement of the Catholic Church in the 


ecumenical movement is irreversible and that the search for unity } 


was one of its pastoral priorities.’’ Citing a growing awareness of 
the unity of Baptism, a renewed appreciation of Scripture, and a 
deepening sense of the Spirit’s influence in the Church, the Pope 
spoke encouragingly of common points of Christian doctrine. 


Although promoting ecumenism and calling for increased 
cooperation between Roman Catholics and the WCC on social 
issues, the Pope’s comments in Switzerland also spotlighted 
disagreement among Christian churches. Advocating common 
prayer among Christians, he cautioned that ‘‘...it is not yet 


possible for us to celebrate the Eucharist together and . 


communicate at the same table.’’ He restated the Catholic belief 
that the intercommunion is a goal, not a means of achieving it. 
He expressed hope, however, that full unity would soon be 
restored. 


Commenting on the effects of the papal visit, the Catholic 
Bishop of Lausanne, Geneva and Fribourg said that before the 
visit Swiss Protestants tended to have ‘‘a stereotyped attitude 
about the Pope and towards Catholics. Their seeing him here in 
his human simplicity is a major step toward reconciliation.”’

Q. We recently had a baby and wanted to have her 
baptized. When I phoned our parish to arrange the baptism, 
I was told that I had to attend ‘‘classes.’”” We’ve had two 
children baptized before, and we never had to attend classes. 
Besides, we are good Catholics and go to Church almost 
every Sunday. Why are these classes necessary? J.P.F. 


A. One of the most obvious characteristics of the 1983 Code of 
Canon Law ‘is its insistence on sacramental preparation. The 
Code says that priests have a special duty to make sure that those 
who receive the sacraments ‘‘are prepared to receive them by the 
necessary evangelization and catechetical formation.’’ 
Concerning Baptism, the Code says: ‘‘...the parents of an infant 
who is to be baptized and likewise those who are to undertake the 
office of sponsor are to be properly instructed in the meaning of 


. this sacrament and the obligations which are attached to it...the 


pastor is to see to it that the parents are properly formed by 
pastoral directions and by common prayer, gathering several 
families together and where possible visiting them.’’ In almost 
every American parish, the code’s insistence on pastoral 
preparation for Baptism is fulfilled through preparation classes. 


Some parishes insist that both parents and godparents attend. 
Others insist only on the parents’ attendance. The classes are 
very necessary. Since it is important for the infant to be raised in 
a truly Catholic home, the classes serve both as an instruction 
and a reminder for the parents and godparents. According to the 
Code, when a well-founded hope that the infant will be brought 
up in the Catholic faith is ‘‘altogether lacking,’’ the Baptism is to 
be put off and the parents are to be informed of the reason. 


The preparation classes are a very positive experience. Many 
people have never had their religious education updated. Others 
have an extremely limited understanding of their Catholic faith. 
Still others see Baptism as a cultural reality or as an excuse to 
have a party, and their faulty disposition needs to be examined. 
Even if a couple has attended classes within the past few years, it 
is still a good idea to attend the classes for each new baby in the 
family. The classes are constantly updated, and each experience 


gives the parents another opportunity to learn more about their 
faith.

Some seasons seem to be more conducive to depression 
and spiritual — or for that matter, physical — malaise 
than others.

able to choose how we react to it. Seasons come and 
seasons go each year and unless we are prepared to 
endure them in near misery, we need to anticipate their 
effect and learn to adapt or adjust or modify as best we 
can. 


No climate is ever permanently tranquil. No life runs 


always on an even keel. Much as we may long to deny it, . 


things happen in our lives despite ourselves and our best 


intentions which we can not change. The problem is not 


that such things will happen, but that we are so little 
prepared to accept and deal with them. 


HEAT AND cold, wet and dry, sickness and death, 
sorrow and joy are all facts of life we have to cope with one 
way or another. So is growing old, losing one’s faculties 
— or hair — and never attaining magazine cover 
standards of beauty. There is not too much we can do 
about them other than accept and adjust. 


Most of the stress we suffer from has its roots in the 
refusal to either accept or adjust. We are always 
stimulated to try to change events rather than ourselves or 
our delusions. I suppose that the denial of facts about 
ourselves, our lifestyles or relationships are among the 
greatest stress factors we need to deal with. Facts too, 
about aging and death. And aging and death have been 
realities for us since the moment of birth. 


Youth talks back on 


‘“‘When you forbade your child’s watching of MTV, 
were you giving his intelligence or sense of responsibility a 
boost? Or were you saying, I do not think you are smart 
or responsible enough to tell what is good and bad, retain 
the good and reject the bad?’ I am not sure. If I were in 
his shoes, I would feel as though you did not trust my 
judgment or your raising of me.”’ 


I wrote to Ms. Colombini asking her if she would ban 
anything from her children and if so, what and at what 
age. She replied, ‘‘I have thought about that question a 
lot and jotted down many notes that seem to say the same 
thing. 


‘*¥ BELIEVE a child’s environment dictates the kind 
of person he will be. If a child grows up in a loving, 
honest, Christan environment, it is my belief that he will 
be a loving, honest, Christian person and and be able to 
handle all of life’s experiences as such.

FACING FACTS can often be personally expensive. It 
can turn one’s world upside down. It can threaten to take 
from us more than we feel we can relinquish and still 
maintain equilibrium. But it can also sweep the decks 
clean and introduce us to peace. 


When acceptance begins with the fact of God’s 
generous love and His unfaltering concern for all His 
Creation it can reduce many fears to pettiness and give a 
much brighter perspective to life. Instead of anxiety about 
the future, we can discover anticipation and an 
engrossing interest in what God will do with our lives and 
how the pattern of events will become gradually clearer 
and more reasonable. 


Big acceptances grow from small ones and so we can 
start with the little things — like the variations of the 
seasons, our physical idiosyncracies, the differences 
between people and the realization that nothing stays the 
same, and all things pass in time. Even hot, dry summers, 
winter blizzards, lowland floods and all the discomforts 
we encounter from time to time will pass.

my children to any and all experiences and know that 
because they come from a warm loving Christian home 
they can survive these. But I am not sure. 


Therefore, I feel the need to monitor influences. I don’t 
accept that it means I don’t trust my son. I do. He’s a 
good kid with good principles. It means that I don’t want 
sadistic sex and violence invading our home as a part of 
our family life or esthetic appreciation. 


ANNETTE IS probably right. She can handle MTV 
and the violence, sadism and fallout that go along with it. 
But if we allow programs that accept masochism, sadism, 
and violence — behaviors we do not value — as part of 
their entertainment value, is this not the example she was 
talking about? 


What does it tell our children about our value system? 
That supporting trash is okay as long as it’s part of 
entertainment and-won’t harm us? That’s been the 
pornogoraphers’ stance for years. No, in spite of mature 
young people with good morals like Annette, I won’t 
relent on MTV because I wouldn’t allow those values into 
our home on two legs. Why should I on an electronic 
tube? 


Baptism and Confirmation lead to Eucharist 


Two sacramental realities must be part of our Catholic 
thinking. This is true whether we are preparing children 
for the sacraments or whether we are reflecting on the 
meaning of the sacraments in our lives as adults. The first 
reality is that baptism and confirmation are intimately 
connected and unite to form us in our christian identity. 
The second reality is that baptism and confirmation lead 
to the eucharistic celebration. 


A happy event indeed is the day of first holy 
communion. The parents and relatives are proud and the 
children are excited. The little girls are usually all in 
white, and the little boys with perhaps dark trousers are 
topped off with neat, if uncomfortable white shirts. As the 
first communicants come up the aisle at the beginning of 
Mass one can hear whispered sighs of admiration from 
each corner of the church. In watching the children we 
perhaps reflect on their innocence as represented by their 
white clothing and we may think, “‘If only they could 
remain the way they are today!’’ From this sentiment we 
must move on toward a significant theology. 


CHILDREN WEAR white when they come to the 
Mass of their first holy communion not because of what is 
about to happen to them but because of what has already 
happened to them. White is the color of baptism, our 
sacramental sharing in the Easter mystery. The children 
wear white as a sign that baptism leads to the celebration 


of the eucharist. In fact baptism remains unfulfilled” 


without first holy communion. 


Later in life when young people are confirmed they 
ordinarily wear something red. As baptism is a 
sacramental sharing in Easter, so confirmation is a 
sharing in Pentecost. Red is the color associated with 
Pentecost. White is usually worn along with red, and the 
confirmation ‘‘stoles’’ are often a combination of white 
and red (or should. be). Combining white and red 
symbolizes the intimate connection between baptism and 
confirmation as sacraments of christian initiation. Within 
the ceremony those to be confirmed are asked to renew 
their baptismal promises as another way of showing that 
baptism is completed by confirmation. 


To emphasize this important relationship it is a good 
idea not to take a new name for confirmation but to be 
called by-one’s baptismal name. If one of the godparents 
from baptism is available, it is advisable to ask that person 
to be a.sponsor at confirmation. 

WHEN I was confirmed in 1941 it was at a ceremony 
outside of Mass since we were not allowed to have evening 
Mass in those days. One of the any blessings to come to us 
with the reforms of the Second Vatican Council is the fact 
that young people are not. confirmed within Mass and 
their confirmation leads to full participation in the holy 
eucharist. 


Being baptized without being confirmed is like getting . 


married but keeping it a secret. Being baptized and 
confirmed without celebrating the holy eucharist is like 
getting married but never living together. Looking at it 
another way, baptism and confirmation are like our right 
and left hands which join in an expression of prayer. The 
prayer for which these hands are joined is the celebration 
of the mass.

Catholics aided 
Cuban prisoners |

WASHINGTON (NC) — When the 26 Cuban ex- 
political prisoners arrived with the Rev. Jesse Jackson, 
the. U.S. Catholic Conference Migration and Refugee 
Services was ready and waiting. 


MRS took responsibility for resettling 11 of the 26 
Cubans. The others went directly to relatives or to the 
International Rescue Committee. 


THE CUBANS arrived at Dulles Airport near 
Washington in the early hours of June 29 after Jackson 
arranged with Cuban President Fidel Castro to have them 
freed as a goodwill gesture. Jackson was on a five-day 
Central-American tour. 


John McCarthy, MRS executive director, said five 
MRS staff people worked through the night providing 
food, locating hotel rooms, preparing papers and tracking 
down the families of the Cubans. 


“We sat there with telephone books all around us 
trying to locate relatives,’’ McCarthy said. — 


‘““THESE PEOPLE had just the clothes on their 
back’? when they arrived, according to McCarthy. 
“There was no time to plan. You just hear they’re going 
to arrive — you don’t even have their names. You do in a 
few hours what you normally do in weeks.”’ 


He said that by the following day all but one of the 
Cubans were on their way to family, friends or MRS 
sponsors. 


McCarthy said he was ‘‘thrilled’’ that the Cubans had 
been released. ‘“They’re political prisoners; they didn’t 
commit any crimes. We’re delighted they’re free,’’ he 
said. 


THE 26 CUBANS were listed by Amnesty 
International as political dissidents. Some had been in jail 
for 20 years. ; 


The release of 22 American prisoners, many reported 
by U.S. officals to be drug smugglers, was also arranged 
by Jackson. McCarthy said the Red Cross was on hand to 
help the Americans who arrived with the Cubans. 


According to U.S. officials, Americans facing only 
Cuban charges would not be detained. 


ALSO WITH the group was Andres Vargas Gomez, 
who was imprisoned for 22 years in Cuba on charges of 
spying for the CIA. He was released last December but 
not allowed to leave the country. 

MRS provides food, shelter and jobs for approximately 
60 percent of the refugees who come to the United States. 
McCarthy said it is the world’s largest private 
resettlement agency. 


DENVER, Colo. — Michael A. Dunn was ordained a 
permanent .deacon June 16 at the Basilica of the 
Immaculate Conception here. He is the brother of Father 
Stephen Dunn of San Diego. Deacon Dunn was ordained 
for the Archdiocese of Denver and has been assigned to 
Immaculate Conception Church in Lafayette. He is 
married to Joani Catlin-Dunn and has a 5-year-old 
daughter named Meghan.

Unity over uniformity, pope tells Orthodox leader

VATICAN CITY (NC) -- Pope John Paul II told a 
leading Orthodox churchman who is co-chairman of a 
major Catholic-Orthodox ecumenical group June 28 that 
the goal of ecumenical talks between the churches is unity, 
not uniformity. 


The pope spoke during an audience at the Vatican with 
Greek Orthodox Archbishop Harkianakis Stylianos of 


_ Australia who is co-president of the Joint Commission for 


Dialogue between the Catholic and the Orthodox 
churches, which met in early June. 


“CERTAINLY THE search for unity will in no way 
mean a search for uniformity,’’ said the pope during a 
10-minute address in English. ‘“The life’ of the Church is 
many-sided. It has aimed -- in the course of centuries -- to 
answer as fully as possible to different cultural and 
spiritual needs, giving full value to the patrimony of the 
various peoples.’’ 


Pope John Paul said that differences in liturgies, when 
they express the same faith, are a 
complementary manifestation of the inexhaustible 
Christian mystery.”’ 


The pope predicted that Catholics and Orthodox would 
unite and would allow for different modes of Church life.

complain to a priest, he said. 


Father Kernan; who spends much of his time as a 
Cursillo chaplain, is paid $200 a month to serve as 
chaplain at the detention center. He took the job because 
of encouragement from John Graykoski, former director 
of Catholic Community Services in the Imperial Valley. 


Until then, the spiritual needs of the men were not 
being met regularly, he said. 


ONE OF his great concerns is finding people willing to 
put up the $500 needed to free some of the refugees on 
bail as they await their trial and appeals.

In a nuclear age, what respon- 
sibility do we have for the 
future? 

People today “‘have the same 
responsibility to the future of the 
planet as they have for the care 
of their own child,’ Father Ernan 
McMullin thinks: He teaches 
philosophy of science at the 
University of Notre Dame. 

This presents Christians with a 
paradox, he said, since the Bible 
says not to worry about tomor- 
row — to be concerned about 
the present. But, Father McMullin 
continued, the Bible was speak- 
ing of a different world, a world 
whose continued existence 
“didn’t depend on human 
choice.” 

Today ‘“‘we have power over 
the future in ways not possible 
ever before, even 100 years ago,”’ 
Father McMullin said. Recently he 
attended a conference of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science in New 
York. He came away convinced 
anew that choices being made 
now have the possibility of 
“drastically altering the environ- 
ment in ways that are difficult, 
dangerous and uncomfortable for 


future generations.”’ 

For example: ““Today we are 
using up natural resources in 
spendthrift, sometimes frivolous 
ways,” he said. 

Always, Father McMullin con- 
tinued, “‘at the back of .our minds 
is the threat of nuclear destruc- 
tion. We have the capacity to 
destroy the earth.” 

He suggested imagining how 
survivors of a nuclear war might 
feel as they look back on the 
events leading up to the final 
blast. Any survivors, he thinks, 
won't limit their blame to 
generals and presidents. Survivors 
also will hold accountable ‘‘all 
those who allowed destructive 
types of weapons to be built; 
who didn’t insist more strongly 
on negotiation.” 

However, Father McMullin ad- 
mitted, persuading people they 
can do something about the 
serious problems of the times is 
very difficult. ‘The temptation is 
to give up,” he said. 

His view, especially where 
nuclear weapons are concerned, 
was echoed by Father James 
Bacik, campus minister at the 
University of Toledo, Ohio. “‘I 
get a strong sense that facing the 
war and peace issue today tears 
many students up,’’ Father Bacik

Recently he studied the U.S. 
bishops’ peace pastoral and 
other articles on the issue with 
honors students. Six of 15 stu- 
dents admitted that they had 
“never grappled with the issue 
because it’s too painful,’ he 
remarked. ‘ 

The campus minister said those 
students may be succumbing to 
“psychic numbness,” a phrase 
used by Yale psychologist Robert 
Lifton. It is what happens when 
people become reluctant to con- 
front topics they consider 
hopeless. It isn’t healthy, Father 
Bacik said.

Father Bacik then explained 
how he proceeds to convince 
students that “ultimately it makes 
sense to work for peace.” He is - 
convinced that people “‘will get 
involved if they think they can 
make a difference.” 

The campus minister uses a 
two-part approach. First, as a 
framework for the discussion, he 
helps students discover that 
ultimately hope can be found in 
God; that, despite the seeming 
hopelessness of a situation, God’s 
kingdom will come with their 
aid. 

Father Bacik also alerts 
students to “‘the signals 
of hope in real life.” 

Often, he explained, 
these involve small 
efforts: 50 students 
attending a prayer 
vigil for peace 

or sponsoring 
seminars on the 
bishops’ peace 
pastoral. 


Father Bacik 
also points to 
people involved in 
peace activities. He looks for ex- 
amples of people who can “‘ar- 
ticulate a vision and motivate 
others”’ to see how life can be 
different — people willing “to go 
out on a limb” for deeply held 
beliefs.

Both priests stressed that in a 
democracy elected officials can 
be influenced to be more respon- 
sive to the future by informed 
voters. 

“The American tradition is one 
of political initiative,’ Father 
McMullin commented. ‘““We 
create the government and have 
control.” 

Father McMullin also thinks 
Christians have a “‘special res- 
ponsibility to adopt a concern- 
ed and loving attitude’’ toward 
others. This includes children 
not yet born and people often 
considered enemies — those liv- 
ing in communist nations. 

He thinks such an attitude can 
help Christians learn to think of 
others in making choices about 
how to live and what activities to 
pursue. 

It can lead individuals and 
families to think about ways to 
conserve and preserve the earth 
for future generations.

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When people disagree

When it was published in May 
1983, ““The Challenge of Peace: 
God’s Promise and Our 
Response”’ generated intense 
debate in church and in society. 
The U.S. bishops’ pastoral letter 
on war and peace in the nuclear 
age was studied and discussed, 
praised and criticized. 

It is interesting to note that the 
bishops invited dialogue on their 
letter. They called the letter ‘‘a 
first step toward a message of 
peace and hope.” 

In their letter, the bishops 
pointed to some universal moral 
principles. Then they applied 
those principles to specific situa- 
tions, acknowledging that not all 
people of good will would reach 
the same specific conclusions: 
they had reached. 

For example, all would agree 
that war is evil and that a con- 
scious effort must be made to 
work for peace. Those are 
general principles. There is room 
for discussion, however, on ways 
to avoid war. : 

Father J. Bryan Hehir offered 
this example: ‘““There is room, as 
the bishops acknowledged, for a 
vigorous debate about the ‘no- 
first-use’ (of nuclear weapons) 
proposal of the pastoral; there is 
no alternative to the prohibition 
against the direct killing of 
civilians in a strategy of 
deterrence.”’ 

Father Hehif gave the com- 
mencement address this year at 
The Catholic University of 


America in Washington, D.C. He © 


is secretary of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference Department of Social 
Development and World Peace 

What has emerged in the war 
and peace pastoral, and what 
continues to be discussed today, 
is the question of pluralism in the 
church — a variety of views on 
specific social issues. 

“On some complex social 
questions, the church expects.a 
certain diversity of views even 
though all hold the same univer- 
sal moral principles,” the U.S. 
bishops said in their pastoral. 

“There is a framework of 
moral principles which constitute 


the Catholic social vision; within 
this framework pluralism can, 
should and will persist,’’ said 
Father Hehir. In the Catholic 
tradition, he continued, such 
“pluralism is not anarchy; it has 
content, limits and rules of 
discourse which produce a struc- - 
tured pluralism. The meaning of 
structured pluralism is being 
worked out in theory and prac- 
tice in the postconciliar church.”’ 
Father Hehir turned to several 
areas of social concern for ex- 
amples of what he meant. 
—Labor and management: 

There can be differing views on 
the roles of labor and manage- 
ment. But, said Father Hehir, 
there can be no disagreement on 
the basic right of employees to 
form unions. 

/—Government’s role: The size 
and style of the state’s role in‘ 


society can be debated. But “‘the 


principle that the state has a 
positive, active role to play, 
especially in defense of the poor, 
is beyond question in Catholic 
teaching,” the priest stated. 

Does this mean that the 
statements and pastoral letters of 
the bishops can be casually 
dismissed when they touch on 
specific points of public concern? 
In their peace pastoral, the U.S. 
bishops responded this way: 
“The moral judgments that we 
make in specific cases, while not 
binding in.conscience, are to be - 
given Serious attention and con- 
sideration by Catholics as they 
determine whether their moral 
judgments are consistent with the 
Gospel.” 

There is little doubt that in the 
future the world’s bishops will 
continue to issue statements on 
matters of public policy. Discus- 
sion and debate will continue to 
be heard. 

Jesuit Father Joseph O’Hare, 
president of Fordham University 
in New York, has urged that a 
“Catholic style’? mark this 
debate. That style, he said, 
should entail civility and a will- 
ingness to listen to opposing 
viewpoints.

Have your feelings about 
nuclear weapons changed during 
the past year because of the U.S. 
bishops’ pastoral letter on war 
and peace? 

That’s the question I asked 
members of my parish recently, 
approximately one year after the 
bishops issued their letter ex- 
amining many questions of a 
nuclear age and encouraging the 
people of the church to work for 
peace. Here are some answers I 
heard. 

“It’s raised consciousness on 
the issue,’’ said a businessman 
who served in combat in World 
War Il. “There is a supreme 
moral issue here, whether these 
weapons can ever be used 
because of the tremendous 
destructive power they have.”’ 

“It’s all pretty scary,” said one 
woman. “I’ve thought about it 
more because of the bishops’ let- 


‘ter,”’ she said, ‘“‘but in a way I 


feel more helpless. I used to 
picket and march during the 
1960s, but I don’t know if it 


does any good.” 

“My main concern is with 
human error,” the parish 
secretary said. ““There’s too much 
chance of human breakdown. I’m 
from a military family — we’re 
the ones who get killed if there’s 
a war.”’ ; 

Her husband is a real-estate in- 
vestor who once worked at the 
Pentagon. “I’m really stymied,” 
he said. ‘““We’re spending enor- 
mous amounts of money we 
could spend somewhere else.”’ 
But he indicated, “I’m afraid it’s 
a necessary evil.’’ He added that 
he doesn’t think the Russians can > 
be trusted. : 

“It was what I was feeling but 
couldn’t put into words,’’ a 
psychiatric nurse and mother said 
of the bishops’ pastoral letter. 
“The symbolism of it was what 
mattered to me, that the church 
was willing to get involved. It 
made me very proud.”’ 

“T don’t think men should ever 
have come to this place where 
they can just push a button and 
blow up everything,” said an 
older woman with emotion.

tion — not annihilation, not in- 
cineration, but transformation. 

When the prophets envisioned 
God’s final triumph over evil, 
they did so in terms of just such 
a transformation of the universe. 
“Lo, Iam about to create new 
heavens and a new earth. The 
things of the past shall not be 
remembered or come to ostes 
(Isaiah 65:17). 

Continuing in this tradition, the 
New Testament author of Revela- 
tion gave this imaginative picture 
of the eternal city of God. ‘“‘Then 
I saw new heavens and a new 
earth. The former heavens and 


‘the former earth had passed away 


and the sea was no longer. I also 
saw a new Jerusalem, the holy ci- 
ty, coming down out of heaven 


"from God, beautiful as a bride 
| prepared to meet mk ene 


3! (214-2). > 


If the anthers wrote of the pass- 
ing of the former universe, it was 


in terms of a transformation. This 
transformation meant the elimina- 
tion of all evil. 

It is toward a glorious destiny 
that we, under God, are to guide 
Our universe. St. Paul expressed 
the idea in this memorable 
passage: “I consider the suffer- 
ings of the present to be as © 
nothing compared with the glory 
to be revealed in us. Indeed, the 
whole created world eagerly 
awaits the-revelation of the sons 
of God’’ (Romans 8:18-20). 

In a very real sense, the 
glorification of Jesus’ body in the 
resurrection is not only the. 
model of our ultimate glorifica- 
tion but the pattern of the final 
transformation of the whole 
universe.

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peace movement said she ap- 
preciated the process the bishops 
went through. “‘I felt less alone, 
that there were leaders in the 
church who felt as I did. It gave 
me hope.”’ 

A priest said he had been 
strongly affected by the 
testimony of medical experts on 
the effects of nuclear weapons. 
“Anything that destroys like 
that,” he said, ‘‘has got to have 
some responsibility attached to it. 
That’s a moral issue.”’ 

“T don’t think my kids have 
paid much attention to it,’’ said 
one father. But when I spoke 
with his daughter, the president 
of our teen club, she told me the 
pastoral is being discussed in her 
high school religion classes. ‘‘It’s 
a big thing there.”’ 

The person who supported the 
bishops’ pastoral most strongly 
was a former Vietnam military of- 
ficer. ““When you create weapons 
with that much devastation, 
you're talking about a lot of 
death. 

“I visited Hiroshima in 1951,” 
he continued. “That one bomb’ 
wiped out family after family _ 


after family. I thought then, what 
a waste — wasting human 
beings.” 

He added: “‘I’ve seen death — 
and I’m not sure we need to con- 
tinue to learn how to kill 
people.” 

What struck me as I spoke 
with these people was how -deep- 


~ ly concerned they are. And I was 


struck by their mostly positive 
feelings towatd the pastoral. I 
had deliberately sought to inter- 
view a cross section of 
parishioners, including several 
people who a year ago had op- 
posed the bishops getting involv- 
ed in this pastoral. 

Above all I was struck by a- 
sense of frustration. People know 
something has to be done for 
peace, but they don’t know what 
to do. That bothers them. 

But as the bishops point out in 
the pastoral, faith gives hope and 
hope gives the “‘capacity to live 
with danger without being | over- 
whelmed by it.’

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The threat of an industrial plant 
closing hung over a Midwestern 
city two years ago. At that time, 
a couple visiting from another ci- 
ty were struck by a homily they 
heard during Mass.

He pointed to the effects 
the plant’s closing could have on 
individuals who worked in the 
plant, on families, on the total 
community.

Recognition of the value of 
human life is what underlies 
these concerns of the church. 

In their 1983 pastoral letter on 
war and peace, the U.S. bishops 
put it this way: “‘At the center of 
the church’s teaching on peace 
and at the center of all Catholic 
social teaching, are the 
transcendence of God and the 
dignity of the human person. The 
human person is the clearest 
reflection of God’s presence in 
the world; all of the church’s 
work in pursuit of both justice 
and peace is designed to protect 
and promote the dignity of every 
person.” 

For the bishops, decisions 
about nuclear weapons rank 
among the most pressing moral 
questions. ‘““While these decisions 
have obvious military and 
political aspects, they involve 
fundamental moral choices,’ the 
bishops stated. 

But it is not a matter of exten- 
ding the scope of church con- 
cerns into purely political areas 
for purely political reasons. The 
content and.context of Christian 
peacemaking is not set by a 
political agenda or by an 
ideological program, said the. 
bishops. 

Christians, they added, are . 
“called to be peacemakers, not 
by some movement of the mo- 
ment, but by our Lord Jesus.”’

What does HLI do to promote 
NFP? 

We use every means at hand 
to educate the public, interested 
professionals, the clergy, mar- 
ried and engaged couples, and 
young people. 

We publish and distribute 
the best and latest teaching 
materials on modern methods 
such as the sympto-thermal 
(S-T). We sponsor NFP seminars 
across the U.S., plus our big 
international programs in the 
Washington area. We work close- 
ly with the grassroots NFP move- 
ment, which is exploding not 
only in the U.S. and Canada but 
also in Mexico, Brazil, Taiwan, 
the Philippines, Korea, South 
Africa, India, New Zealand and 
many other countries. We helped 
set up a network of NFP train- 
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ing centers in Japan, and par- 
ticipated in an international sym- 
posium on NFP with Mother 
Teresa and 200 Parliamentar- 
ians in Tokyo. 


So NFP is proving popular 
not just with Catholics, but 
with people of other faiths, 
too? 

Oh, yes. An Arab doctor 
once explained, “The ovaries are 
not Catholic.” NFP appeals to 
couples of all persuasions, once 
properly understood. It is being 
adopted by Protestants, Mor- 
mons, Buddhists, Hindus, many 
people. Couples are deserting 
the Pill and IUD in droves. The 
“natural” generation is getting 
tired of polluting their love-mak- 
ing and their own bodies’ ecol- 
ogy. And the truth is getting out 
that the IUD is abortifacient 
and the Pill can be. Eventually, 
humanity will reject abortion, 
sterilization, the “plugs and 
drugs” lifestyle. These things 
do violence to people’s very 
nature and dignity. 

In contrast, NFP places the 
burden for responsible parent- 
hood equally on each marital 
partner. Itis not atemptation to 
the unmarried. It does not induce 
the anti-life mentality that leads 
inevitably to abortion. 

Of course, it requires the 
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careful education of a husband 
and wife and the development 
of character that is truly human 
and loving. In contrast, contra- 
ceptive techniques often deper- 
sonalize sexual functioning and 
reinforce moral-psychological 
immaturity. 


I notice that everybody at 
HLI emphasizes spiritual 
values. 

Yes, because God is the 
Father of all Life. We are very 


-econscious that this-is-His-work 


that we are doing, not our own— 
and that the real enemy is Satan. 
These problems will be solved 
only when people get back to 
God and His laws. So we are 
delighted that family prayer, 
Bible reading and church atten- 
dance are on the upswing again. 


Your own Benedictine Order 
has seen many evils come 
and go over the ages.

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Libel case ends 
in pro-life win 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (NC) — An Alaskan Superior 
Court judge has dismissed libel charges against a right to 
life group which referred to doctors who perform 
abortions as ‘“‘baby killers.”’ 


Third District. Superior Court Judge Mark C. 
Rowland dismissed the case against Alaska Right to Life 
brought by doctors who claimed the group libeled them in 
a newsletter article which listed their names and asked, 
‘Does your doctor kill babies?”’ 


The judge’s ruling said, ‘‘the First Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution grants an absolute privilege to 
expressions of opinion.”’ 

‘A defendant who publishes a conclusory opinion 
accompanied by a recitation of true facts which make it 
clear to-the listener or reader that the conclusion is drawn 
from those facts is entitled to this absolute protection,”’ 
the ruling added. 


“Thus a statement that a certain doctor is a “baby 
killer’ because he or she performs abortions, which the 
doctor does, is entitled to the privilege,’’. the judge 
concluded. 


The doctors had sought $4 million damages. 


A. motion has been filed by the prosecution to 
reconsider the dismissal. The judge is not expected to rule 
on it, and the original dismissal is expected to stand, 
according to defense attorneys. 


Judge Rowland permitted one charge to stand, and it 
was expected to go to a jury trial. The newsletter charged 
that one doctor had such horrendous abortion procedures 
that the nursing staff at one hospital staged a boycott 
against her. Because it was a question of fact and not of 
law, it will go before a jury trial, said Cheri Jacobus, the 
chief lawyer for the defense.

Maryknoll priest and has applied to the order’s seminary 
in New York. : 

The priesthood has been at the back of his mind for 
years, he said, but he has often thought of the value of 
raising ‘‘a good family.’’ But now, “‘I’ve chosen the 
priesthood, if it will choose me.”’ 


He chose the Maryknoll order partly because of his 


intrigue as a youngster with the missions. As a youth he 


was impressed with a priest who left a rich New Jersey 
parish to go to Ecuador. 

“‘] LIKE Maryknoll because they work with the poor 
and work to educate North Americans...If we don’t 
educate the people here as to how they impact the lives of 
other people, then we won’t have any hope for a world of 
peace,’’ Barth said. 


He is happy to be a Christian because of “‘The truth 
that I find in the Gospel and the people who actually live 
it.’’ Everyone who lives the Gospel is interested.in the 
same things — ‘‘truth and trying to follow Jesus Christ as 
much as possible.”’ 


He loves the Church ‘‘because there are so many ways 
through the Sacraments to get close to the Lord. The 
Catholic Church requires of its following to be a Christian 
all the time.’’ For instance, Mass is available every day 
for those who wish to attend. 

AS OPERATIONS manager for Los Ninos’ Calexico 
community, he is in charge of administration and 
finances. He writes letters asking for donations. 
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He visits orphanages and colonias in Mexicali and 
occasionally stops by the boy’s detention center there. He 
takes people to the doctor or the Red Cross in Los Ninos’ 
van. 


The poor in Mexico put all their hope in God and 
understand the Gospel “‘in a lot more relevant way than 
we do,”’ Barth said. 

BEFORE HE joined Los Ninos, even the phrase 
“‘social justice’? used to. make him ‘‘squirm.’’ That 
changed through reading, his work and a visit last year to 
a Guatemalan refugee camp in a city on Mexico’s 
southern border. 

He has read about trans-national corporations, U.S. 
foreign policy, and U.S. security interests and their effect 
on developing countries. 

“It doesn’t have to be one country developing at the 
expense of another,’’ he said. ‘I’ve learned how poor 
countries make rich countries richer.”’

“The U.S. has an economic crisis, an 
arms race, and some people have become 
defensive and want to close down the 
border. It’s one way of responding to the 
problem, but the Church is more 
interested in the positive response, the 
Gospel response.”’ 


Divisiveness, said the bishop, solves 
nothing, is short-sighted and ultimately 
does more harm than good. ‘‘If we decide 
to separate ourselves from the rest of the 
world, if we close down our borders and 
antagonize the Latin American people, 
then you build not only physical barriers. 
Community is essential to the growth of 
the continent.”’ 


THE RIGHT of a government to 
hinder migration ‘‘appears not to be 
absolute,’’ said Bishop Chavez. ‘“The 
right to migrate is more basic, more 
human. Instead of spending millions on a 
border patrol system, the U.S. and 
Mexico could create a job bank to provide 
thousands of jobs (in Mexico) for people 
who migrate to the border areas. This is 
one possible solution.”’ 


Largely overlooked in the emotional 
debate about limiting migration from 
Mexico are the many positive 
contributions Hispanics have made to the 
life and culture of the Southwest; they 
have also continued to provide a pool of 
minimum-wage (and below) laborers 
essential to agriculture and the garment 
and service industries, said the bishop. 
‘‘We are enriching American 
society...the poor are not criminals; the 
majority are very good people.’’ 

As for amnesty provisions which would 
legalize the resident status of those who 
entered the country. illegally before a 
Congressionally. mandated cutoff date, 
said Bishop Chavez, this country can do 
no less if it claims to be a model of 
democracy. 

“THEY HAVE been living here for 
years; they are good people; they are hard 
working; they are contributing to the 
growth of the U.S.; their children have 
been born here. Simply to treat them as 
objects, rather than persons, is not the 
way to treat people.’’

“‘They have not commited any other 
crime but one of not having a 
document,’” said Bishop Chavez. ‘‘If a 
person: was drowning, you wouldn’t ask 
them for a piece of paper to cling to a 
lifeboat. For many Mexicans, their only 
salvation is the U.S.” 


The ‘‘bottom line,’’ said Bishop 
Chavez, is a conflict of values, one 
human, the other Gospel: ‘‘Only the 
people who are realistically involved 
appreciate this situation. It’s easy to make 
abstract judgments if you don’t know the 
reality. Penalizing the employer and 
making every person carry an I.D. card 
gives us more restrictions. In a way, it’s 
saying that Mexicans can come as tourists 
and leave their money, but we don’t want 
to give them jobs, except the very 
demeaning and menial. That we’ll give to 
Latin Americans.”’ 


THERE ARE more illegal aliens from 
Mexico and Latin America coming 
through San Diego and Imperial counties 
on their way north than are stopping 
here, noted Bishop Chavez. Most go on 
to Los Angeles,. because of its larger 
concentration of Mexican-Americans and 
other Hispanics. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua (NC) — 
Archbishop Miguel Obando Bravo of 
Managua, Nicaragua, led a march July 9 
in’ support of a priest charged with 
conspiring against the government. The 
priest,. Father Luis Amado Pena, has 
been. confined to a seminary near the 
capital city of Managua, according to a 
spokesman for the U.S. State 
Department. The march route led from 
the outskirts of Managua to the seminary, 
the State Department official said. It was 
part of a _two-and-one-half hour 
demonstration which included a Mass at 
which the archbishop called for 
negotiations between the Sandinista 
government and anti-government forces, 
the U.S. observer said. The government 
is reportedly preparing a case against 
Father Pena, said a spokeswoman for the 
Washington affiliate of the Central 
American Historical Institute. The 
institute is a Jesuit-run organization in 
Nicaragua.

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Bishop Maher: Alien legislation 


By Bishop Leo T. Maher 
The Simpson-Mazzoli legislation, 


while legalizing a small percentage 
(probably 1/3) of the undocumented 
aliens recognizing their worthwhile 


contribution to this country, is still. very 
complicated and leaves much to be 
desired. We therefore can favor the 
amnesty but we also recognize that it does 
not fulfill all the needs of the 
undocumented aliens. 


Both versions of the Senate and 
Congress restrict illegal aliens’ eligibility 
for federal-assistance programs during an 
interim period — but there are still 
crucial questions of cost to work out. 


It must be pointed out that this bill is 
for all illegal aliens in the United States. 
While the Hispanics are generally named, 
they are only 45% of the illegal aliens — 
the others are Asiatic, European, 
Canadian, etc. ; 

The second section which requires 
sanctions against the employers hiring 
undocumented aliens does not have 
strong and effective safeguards against

NEW YORK (NC) — The Vatican is 
considering seriously the questions of 
altar girls and liturgical dance, 
Archbishop Virgilio Noe, secretary of the 
Vatican’s Congregation for Divine 
Worship, told New York-area liturgists.

THE 62-YEAR-OLD Italian 
archbishop, who was master of 
ceremonies to three popes before taking 
his present job, fielded questions on 
liturgical problems in this country after 
giving a brief talk on the need for priests 
to have ongoing liturgical formation. 


Asked about altar girls, he said that his 
congregation receives letters every week 


‘on that and is ‘‘very aware’’ of the U.S. 


concern about the question. 
“The Holy See wants to study very

discrimination. It therefore has the 
potential to foster severe discriminatory 
employment practices against all 
immigrants and American-born ethnics. 
This part of the legislation will no doubt 
create grave problems and therefore it is’ 


very poor legislation. We cannot support 


legislation that is subject to criticism on 
grounds of injustice to immigrants and 
minority citizens. 


Legislation, in general, should 
recognize the dignity of the individual 
should thus justly consider the 
circumstances and unique position of any 
class of persons that is the subject of 
regulations. No law should create a worse 
evil than it seeks to correct. If a law were 
to foster discrimination, as this section of 
legislation could well do, it comes under 
our most serious question. It will no 
doubt require all employees to be card- 
carrying members. 


Thirdly, the section of legislation which 
requires the temporary workers program, 
a system of guest workers for the 
agricultural sector of the economy, is

prohibition against women serving at the 
altar and said the rule was ‘‘a discipline’’ 
which is now under study. 


HE ASKED the liturgists to ‘‘have 
patience’ as the Holy See studies’ the 
question of the use of dance in the liturgy. 
Acceptance of dance would be ‘‘a great 
change in tradition,’’ he said. 


The archbishop noted that dance plays 
a different role in Western cultures than it 
does in others, such as in Africa, and its 
use in liturgy would be taken differently 
in different cultures.

HE DECLINED to comment on a 
question regarding a recent revocation of 
permission for alcoholic priests to use 
grape juice instead of wine in celebrating 
Mass. Both the original permission, given 
for the United States in 1974, and the 
revocation of it last year, came from the 
Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine of 
the Faith, and Archbishop Noe noted that

probably the great problem of the 
legislation. The question arises 
immediately: why not hire the illegal 
aliens present in the nation instead of 
obtaining guest workers? Such legislation 
erodes labor standards and compounds 
the problems faced by domestic farm 
workers who are entitled to fair wages and 
humane working conditions. 


The living conditions of the bracero 
program, of which we are very 
knowledgeable in California in particular, 
will be similar to the guest workers 
program. This program allowed not only 
the employer but many sections of our 
society to prey upon the bracero and it 
brought with the program many social 
ills, lowering the dignity of the individual 
and bringing about great injustices of the 
worker: poor wages, poor housing, loss of 
family ties, plunder of their monies by 
even the employers in not giving them 
water in the field, forcing them to buy soft 
drinks. They were sold many articles that 
were valueless, such as watches, and were 


sold much liquor and enticed to lives of 
immorality and prostitution. 


It is difficult to see how anyone can 
support this temporary workers program, 
now entitled the guest workers program, 
knowing the suffering that the bracero 
program brought upon the workers and 
the ills that it brought upon society, both 
in Mexico and here, and how it affected 
the family life of the bracero and how it 
will affect the family life of the guest 
worker.

Abortion in Mexico— 
A Threat Renewed 


by Fr. Paul Marx, O.S.B., Ph.D 

In 1972 I celebrated my twenty- 
fifth anniversary as a priest by 
collecting money to carry the pro- 
life movement to Latin America. I 
lectured to high school, university 
and medical students, scattering 
literature and gathering addresses. 

Illegal abortion is common. Un- 
trained midwives start abortions, 
telling the woman to go toa hospi- 
tal if bleeding persists. Often sep- 
sis sets in and doctors must com- 
plete the abortion or doa hysterec- 
tomy; some women die. 

In 1976 | talked with a young 
Catholic doctor working for the 

Mexican health ministry. He told 
me of a program funded by the 
United States Agency for Interna- 
tional Development (USAID), in- 
viting young doctors to the U.S., 
where they had a course, all expen- 
ses paid, on “Solutions to the Over- 
population Problem.” 

In 1971 Planned Parenthood (PP) 
was allowed to operate in Mexico. 
The next president allowed the 
health minister and his brother, a 
gynecologist, to introduce abor- 
tion into federal hospitals. 

In 1976 the Mexican Chamber of 
Deputies voted to permit abortion 
for reasons of life and health. The 
Senate defeated the bill. But in 
1983, the attorney general intro- 
duced a bill calling for abortion 
for reasons of life, health, socio- 

economic hardship, rape, incest, 
and defective fetus. Pro-lifer Jaime 
Bernal then published The Amer- 
ican Holocaust in a Mexico City 
paper. It caused an enormous furor, 
with thousands requesting more 


copies. Doctors and lawyers pre- 


sented the case against abortion. ' 


The government retreated; there 
was no vote, and pro-life people 
now have time to work. Bernal 
and others founded the Movimien- 
to para la Defensa de la Vida. The 
Mexican hierarchy spoke out reas- 
serting the Church’s traditional 
teaching against abortion. 

In December, after mass protests 
and letter-writing campaigns, the 
President of Mexico stated that 
abortion was not for Mexicans, 
but this only gives us time to 
expand pro-life resistance. 

Human Life International has 
launched a “Save the Mexican 
Baby Fund” to enhance its ship- 
ments of literature and audiovis- 


ual aids to Mexico. If Mexico re-. 


laxes its abortion law, there will 
be serious repercussions for the 
rest of Latin America. 

_In August the United Nations 
will sponsor its second Internation- 
al Population Conference in Mex- 
ico City. Human Life International 
is preparing a program to counter 
the simultaneous meeting of IPPF.
